From the British East Indies (which 
Include India, the Malayan Peninsula, 
Ceylon, etc.) the Imports Into tho Unl 
ted States :were. In 1890. J20.804.31U. 
and In 1902. J48.421.218; while the 
exports from the United States to the 
British East Indies were. In 1890, 
$4,GS5.979. and In 1902. J4.C21.87C. 


These facts, especially with refer- 


ence to tile trade of the United States 
with British India, are set forth in a 
statement just published by tho Trea- 
sury Bureau of Statistics.

the country and her hearers live over 
with her many of the experiences 
•which came to her as she became ac- 
quainted with the field of labor. 
First she told of tho situation as 
she first found it. picturing the scene 
of tne people engaged In tho worship 
of Buddha. Then the Journey continued 
into the Jungles and the life of mo 
people of the jungle descnoed. Later
